Fraund,
the editor of that magazine,
has been untiring In his efforts to bring
the excellent advantages offersd In our
country 1o the notice of the great gens
eral publie. By apeeches. argument and
writings he has succsoded In arousing
the people, not only to the advantnges
offered here, but to the disadvantiies
often attending musioal study elseWhers,
the dangers and temptations to which
American etudents are exposcd abroad.
He bas refuted articlea by New York
musicians on the lack of musical appre-
cintion in the United BStates, by sound
loglo and proof, and in one of thess he
made some interesting statements in Fe-
pard to musio throughout the elvilized
world, Too often New York musiolans
are prone to sit by their comforimbie
firewldes in that great city and discuss
America, when they really mean New
York. It reminds one cof the old story
of the frog In ths well. New York In a
great city to be aure, but It 8 not Amer-
lee, Im fact It ie the lenst American of
all the grout American cllies, Mr.
Freund in a recent article spoke of It In
this conmection as follows:

o" you realize that New York s the
third largest German city In the world?
Do you realige that thero are a million
and more liallans in Oreater Now York—
more ltallans than there are in Rome
and Naples together, or in Rome and
Milan together, or In Milan and Turin
together? Do you reilize that we have
here a population of nearly half a miilion
French and thelr descendants; thatl thore
s & great Greelt population, & greal pop-
wlation of Austrians, Russians and oth.
ers, not to speak of the musie-loving
Irish, English and Scotoh?

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Mr. Freund is undoubtedly doing a good
work in his champloning of native music,
and his declaration of wsne ausical Inde-
pendence of the United BStates cannot
help bul have (ts effect for the benefit
of what s worth while In our country.
1t calls the attention of the people at
large to what there is hers, good or bad,
and have you ever moticed that when
peopla turn thelr attention to anything
it always improves? The things which
decline and become corrupred are thome
things from which the attention has
wandered, The enly reason that politics
are so corrupt ie because the peopls, are
tos busy, or too Indifferenc to turn a
sufficlant amount of attantion upon thatl
line of business, and the reason the cor-
ruption has as firm a hold as it han, is
becnuse the Interested parties devote
thelr whole attention to It, and have so
improvad it that it is known as the "“sys-
tem.” When the people turn their at-
tention to the muale of our eountry they
will soan chooss what In worth while
and maks more and better. When they
turn their attention to the musical ad-
vantages offerad in this country as woll
as In other countries and disvover that
our large musical centers rank well to
the fore In comparison with Huropean
musjcal centers, the sdvantages will be-
come even greater, and music will spread
further Into the lives of the people

stirred up considerable indignation abroad,
eapacially in Berlln, among people who
thought the American students’ morals
were assailed or others who felt that their
vity had been slandered. The original
Issue which the editor of Musical America
sought to promote, the musical inde-
nendence of the United Btates, threatenad
to be lost in the discossion of the de-
nlorable moral conditlons of musical ocen-

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editor of tha New York Bun, and a man
wha In thoroughly competent to Judge of
conditions both on this and the other slds
of the waler, last week came out in his
paper with an article upon this subject, In
which he sald that all the statements in
regard to the Immeoral conditions were
absolutely true, not only in Berlln, but
in every other art center of musical tudy
in Europe. “JIt exists In svory ocenter
of art study. It exista wherever bhoyns of
1T or 18 and girls of like age are turned
loose to take care of themselves In the
whirl of city Hfe, But the extont of the
evil In much greater In Europe, becaiss
people hug the delusion that ohildren with
faint Inclinations toward music can be
turned Into Melbas. Paderewskias or
Krelalers by shipping them to some mu-
slolan faotory east of the Atlantie.”
places the blame for these conditions not
upan the cltles where they exist, but
rather upon the parents or guardians who
permit these Irresponeible children to go
and live alone in Kurope, and next to the
parents, the people to be blamed are the
ones who supply money for the education
of theaa children, but Wnsist that they
shall be msent to Europe for it. Mr, Hen-
derson states that no very young stu-
dents should be sent to Europe. No stu-
dent should be sent abroad until his tech-
nical training has been finlshed He
should not go and spend four years of
sudy In one plaoe. ‘That s the most
foolinh, baseless, wasteful way about
musie study.

"Lat the student go abroad when he
Is ready for a post-gradunte course, Let
him, if he will, give a year or two to
spacinl study under some famous mos-
ter, * When the post-graduate course In
Europe is directed chiefly toward the
acqulaition of deeper musical thinking
and widening of the mental horizon, the
student should not sty always In one
place. If he has two years to pass over
thers he would do well to divide the
period into four parts, one for Paris, one
for Milan, one for Berlin and one for
Vienna, If the study of Teutonic ldeals
has to be llmited to one place, this
writer's choloe would be Vienna. And
the conditions of student lfe there are
about the same as they are in Berlin.
